LONDON, U.K. December 3. 1999 - New evidence 
emerged about a drug that can alleviate many of the 
associated with rheumatoid arthritis.

Infliximab was als 
be well tolerated by patients in the study, whereas me 
had a history of negative side-effects. 

The investigators comment that whilst these results ar 
encouraging "the cost-effectiveness [of this drug] mus 
longer-term data evaluating the cost of this therapy a 
improvement of quality of life that might follow."
